TWIN FALLS - In the 10 minutes be- 
fore Dr. Howard Schaff lectured to a 
Twin Falls High School class, the radiol- 
ogist looked at cross-section X-rays and 
gave a barium enema. 

But by the lime SchafT was standing 
before the high school's health-occupa- 
tions class, he was relaxed and focused. 
Instead of leaving his patients at Twin 
Falls Clinic & Hospital and driving more 
than a mile to the high school Friday - 
or making the class come to him - an in- 
teractive video link allowed Schaff to 
sec, hear, lecture to and answer ques- 
tions from the class. 

“It's nice for me to be here because I 
still, have patients I need to monitor,**, ,■ 
Schaff said shortly before lalkingUd tHoV 
class for select juniors and seniors with 
an interest in health-care occupations. - 

Soon, the same technology will allow 
Schaff and other visiting speakers in 
health-care fields to lecture to students 
. .in Jerome, Valley, Gooding, Burley and 
Minico high schools. 

" That way, students at those schools 
will be able to take Twin Falls teacher 
AHyn Reynolds' vocational education 
class, which shows potential workers 
what is involved in various iicalih-carc 
fields - including surgery - while they 
arc still in high school. 

“Whot wc'rc really trying to gel stu- 
dents to do is make decisions,'' Reynolds 
said. 

And the easiest way for both the lec- 
turers and the students in the spread-out 
Magic Valley to lead and take the class 
is through telecommunications. "I think 
that’s really neat in the rural setting 
we’re in.” Reynolds said. 

In the next 18 months, those other five 
high schools, the hospitals in those com- 
munities and some ofTiccs of the South 
Central District Hcolth Department 
should hove operating telecommunica- 
tions sy.stcms, said Bon Mauldin, a Col- 
lege of Southern Idaho employee who 
designed and built the telecommunica- 
tions system. The system is controlled at 
CSI, which already uses telecommunica- 
tions for its own classes. 

Magic Valley Regional Medical Cen- 
ter's link is nearly ready, and Jerome 
High School will be the next school to

~ House calls 
for Bosnia 
troop OK

WASHINGTON — Despite warnings 
that the measure could torpedo peace 
talks, the House voted Friday to bar -spend- 
ing on n Bosnia troop deployment if Presi- 
dent Clinton fails to gain congressional 
pennission. • 

In u largely partisan vote of 243-171, 
the House passed binding legislation that 
would require Clinton to gain u vote tVom 
Congress endorsing deployment of peace- 
kecping'iroops to Bosnia before he could 
finance the venture. 

TItc action came even os lop administra- 
tion onicials hurried to Wrighi-Pancrson 
Air Force Ba.se near Dayton. Ohio, raising 
hopc.s that Bosnia peace talks there were 
nearing an agreement. 

"The message is clear and the message 
is. Don't send our young men and wnmeti 
to Bosnia." sui^ Rep. Poiier Goss, R-Fla. 
Fellow Republican Dnnii Rohnibitcher of . 
Califomio asked. “Who.se nutty idea is this 
to send ... Americans into the meat grinder 
called the Biilknn.s?”

WASHINGTON — A Utah congress- 
woman’.s estranged husband, after vanish- 
ing for six days, surrendered Friday for 
questioning in what the FBI calls a SI. 7 
million check-kiting scheme. 

. Joe Woldholtz, 32, walked into the U.S. 
attorney’s ofTlccr here with his lawyer in 
response to a federal warrant seeking his 
arrest as a material witness in a grand- 
jury’s bank fraud investigation. 

His wife, Hrsl-term Republican Rep. 
Enid Grccnc Woldholtz, Hied for divorce 
Tuesday, saying her husband of two years 
was guilty of “an incredible level of decep- 
tion” and saying she wanted her maiden 
name back. 

.“I have every confidence that the De- 
portment of Justice will get to the bottom 
of the fraud ond deception he has pene- 
trated on me, my family, hjs family, 
friends and others,” Rep. Woldholtz, 37, 



said in a statement Friday; **I know that 
they all share my'huit and. sadness as we 
try to comprehend -what Joe has done.”

Waldholtz disappeared kisi Saturday af- 
ternoon. leaving behind his brother-in-law 
and Ill’s car at Washington's National Air- 
pon. along with a.stonn of suspicion about 
bounced checks, a mysterious tru.st fund he 
claimed to have and possible misuse of 
campaign and personal funds, 

Last Sunday. District ofColiimbia police 
had declared him a missing person. 

"At the time of his disappearance, he 
was aware that his finances and those of 
his wife were under investigation." accord- 
ing to FBI agent Kevin Lewis' afTidavit, 
Tlie congresswoman told authorities her 
husband may have had access to about S2 
million when he disappeared. "Rep. Wald- 
holtz now claims to have no idea wliepc llic 
funds arc located," the afTidavit said. 

Waldholtz was under “very intense and 
very acute personal pressures.” his attor- 
ney. Harvey Semovitz, told U.S. District 
Judge Emmet Sullivan at a hearing several 
hours after Waldholtz turned himself in.

Senate votes to end speed limits 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legislation eliminating 
federal sjieed limits and providing S6.S biilion for 
construction and maintenonce of the nation's most 
imponam highways won Senatq approval Friday. 

The bill, a compromise between the House and' 
Senote, also would repeal some other federal man- 
dates. including requirements for motorcycle helmet 
laws and metric signs. 

The Senate passed the measure 80- 1 6 over the ob- 
jections of Northeastern lawmakers who expressed 
safety concerns and wanted some of the highway 
money put into passenger rail service. 

The bii! still needed House approval before going 
to President Clinton for his signature. 

Sen. Larry Pressler, R-S.D., cailud the bill a ’’giant 
step forward in promottiyj.thc_rights of states" to set 
(heir own transponaiion policies. 

The federal speed iimiis — 6S mph on rural inter- 
suitcs and 55 mph on other highways were credit- 


ed with reducing highway fatalities but have always 
been unpopular in Western states. 

The original Senate bill would have kept the limits 
for trucks and buses. House negotiatoi^ insisted on 
.eliminating the limits for all vehicles. . . 

Many stales are expected to raise their top-limits to 
70 mph or even 75 mph. i 

“We think the repeal of the (federal) speed limit is 
going to lead many more deaths and iivtiries on the 
highways," said Jane Roemer, director of public pol- 
icy for the National Safety Couheil.' 

New road funding would be earmarked for 
160,000 miles of interstates and. other important 
highways that are designated in a new National 
Highway System. Those roads carry 40 percent of 
the nation’s trafilc. 

Northeastern lawmakers wanted to allow states to 
use some of the money for Amtrak, but the House 
would not agree to that

Pentagon fires Pacific commander after remark 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
.commander of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific agreed to quit his post o^d 
retire after telling reporters Friday 
the U.S. servicemen accused of rap- 
ing a !2-ycar-old Okinawan girl 
should have sought sex for hire in- • 
stead. 

Defense Secretory William Peny 


said Friday night he had discussed 
the matter with Adm. Richard C. 
Macke and decided there was “no 
other choice’’ than early retirement 

Macke, with 35 years of service, 
is one of the most senior American 
commanders, overseeing all U.S. 
operations in the Pacific. 

"Wc decided that his lapse of 


judgment was so serious that he 
would be unable to perform effec- 
tively his duties Perry said in a 
written statement. 

“The obstacles he faces in woric- 
ing effectively with the government . 
and the people of Japan in the fu- 
ture left no other choice,” he con- 
niinucd.

Using a light table on his Icctcm, 
Schaff showed the class various X- 
roys, CT scans and MRIs, and he 
explained (he differences among 
them and the best uses for each. (A 
radiologic technician explained the 
use of iluclcar medicine to the class 
on Thursday.) 

If you want to sec a fracture, 
Schaff gave as an example, you

need to see detail of a patient's 
brain,' then it will take a SI ,000 
MRl, he told the class. 

“Most people don't know what 
we.do back here, what goes on, how 
we can help people out," he said.

5 million visitors a year, was, nearly 
deserted after being closed Thurs- 
day for the first time in its .76-year 
histoty. Tourists eould only sneak a 
look from state highway pullouts or 
by flying over. 

“I’m so depressed," said Tae-Soo

it." 

The governor at first Intended to 
keep SO unnrmed'Guard troops and 
the state workers on the scene as 
long as there was a chance they 
might be used to help open the 
park, which he 'calls the “crown 
jewel" of the state arid the notional 
park system.

But after 
a one-hour closed-door meeting be- 
tween Symington and park Super- 
intendent Rob Amberger at Grand 
Canyon Airport in Tusayan, both 
sides said they had agreed to fur- 
ther talks. 

“We’re under pressure from sev- 
eral areas to work out some special 
consideration." Interior spokesman 
Mike Gauldin said from Washing- 
top. “Everybody has a pet project, 

but this is probably the premi er sit- 

uation because it is the Grand 
Canyon." 

Symington and Amberger con- 
sulted with Interior Department of- 
ficials by phone during (heir mcct-- 
ing, then drove together to Mather 
Point to discuss the governor’s pro- 
posal.

it the most significant vote since 
1933, when the New Deal was 
launched. Senate Majority Leader 
Bob Dole called it “the. most impor- 
tant" vote of a 34-year career in 
Congress. 

The measure would squeeze hun- 
dreds of billion^ of dollars from 
Medicore, Medieaid, welfare and 
other social programs, while leov- 
ing room for lax breaks for fomilies 
and businesses. Democrats said it 
was tilled unconscionably toward 
the rich, and President Clinton 
threatened a veto.

Class-action status granted to US West suit 


DENVER (AP) — A federal 
judge has granted class-action suttus 
to more than 100,000 current and 
retired US West employees who are 
suing over what they claim is 
improper use of pension funds to 
pay expenses. 

U.S. District Judge Lewis 
Babcock also granted US West a 
protective order that will block all 
court filings and discovery from 
public view. 

The 100 pensioners at Thursday's 
hearing in Deliver had mixed reac- 
tions to the ruling. Some were 
relieved by the granting of class- 
action status to the lawsuit, while 
others questioned the decision on 
the protective order. 

US West spokesman Jeff Garrett 


said the company got everything it 
wanted. The Englewood-based 
phone company maintains that 
expenses paid from the $8.4 billion 
pension fund were proper and per- 
missible under federal law. 

But US West did fail to have 
’attorney Curtis Kennedy removed 
from the case. 

Kennedy, who has prevailed in 45 
previous cases brought by employ- 
' CCS against US West, is representing 
the retirees. He wants to open all of 
the company's pension books for the 
last 1 1 years. 

“I’m in a situation where I don't 
know what the evidence is, so 1 
don't know what the claims will 
be," Kennedy said in court 
Thursday. 


He filed the lawsuit a year ago on 
behalf of retiree Clayton Unger and 
since has sought class-action status 
for the case. 

Citing filings with the federal 
government, Kennedy claims the 
company paid more than $30 mil- 
lion in expenses from the pension 
plan in 1993 even though the pen- 
sion plan’s language does not alIo\v 
doing so. 

US West disagrees that the prac- 
tice isn't allowed. 

And Raymond Martin, a US West 
attorney, questioned Kennedy’s 
motives for pursuing the case. He 
claimed Kennedy's underlying 
motive is to get S200 million more 
in payouts Ibr retirees from the pen- 
sion fund.

He has been in the nuclear watchdog 
business for less than a month but, on his 
first day on the job, state and federal ofil- 
cials announced a deal to haul 1,133 ship- 
ments of nuclear waste to Idaho. 

As executive director of the Snake River 
Alliance, GoIIer is concerned about nuclear 
waste storage - particularly at the* Idaho 
National Engineering- Laborototy. 

"It's one of the really tough issues of our 
limes, because it's both an environmental 
and social issue," he saidin an interview 
Wednesday. "Nuclear waste is going to be 
pari of the future of our country, for thou- 
sonds of years.*'' 

GoIIer is hoping to steer a moderate 
course in his quest to “wake up the people 
of Idaho to what's at sTakc here." 

His vehicle is the olliunce, which’ has 
about 1,200 members - but the past month 
has been its busiest ever in le'rms of new 
memberships and inquiries. Overall, the 
organization has five full-time staffers, two 
part-timers and an annual budget ofaround 
$215,000.

GLENNS FERRY - A resolution 
opposing the transportation of nuclear 
waste into Idaho died when no ohe on 
the City Council would second the 
motion by council member John Morris. 

Morris's motion was in response to 
resident Laurie Black's request (hat city . 
leaders send a letter to stale offleiiils 
protesting the importation of hazardous- 
material. 

Trains currying spent fuel from U.S.,, 
Navy nuclear reactors pass through 
Glenns Ferry en route from the naval' 
shipyards in Bremerton, Wash., to the 
Idaho National Engineering Ltibortiiory. 

Black, a’ local activist, presented the 
council with petitions opposing the 
transportation of nuclear waste tu the 
INEL. The petitions eontainuci the signa- 
tures of 242 urea residents. 

Black urged the council to issue a let- 
ter of protest on behalf t)f Glenns Terry ' 
residents. , 

Black said she knows that such ti letter 
will not stofi the transportation of nuclear 
waste, but it would send a message to 
state und federal officials that the resi- 
dents of Glenns Ferry, at least, do noi 
support the practice. 

Expressing concern that city resident's 
would be at risk in case ofn nuclear , 
accident occur in the Glenns Ferry' area. 
Black asked the council whether the city 
hud any type of emergency response 
plan. 

Mayor Leo McGhee said h'e thought 
there was u plan in place. 

But Fire Chief Dick Anderson said the 
city had no such plan. 

. Though the m'ayor and council thanked 
Black for bringing the matter before the 
city, they did not take any action. 

In other business, several council 
members expressed their concern that a 
recent increase in applications for the 
ipstallution of single-wide mobile homes 
within the city’s boundaries miglirdown- 
grade the community’s aesthetic quality 
und decrease property values. 

City Planning and Zoning Department 
head Bob Janousck expressed concern 
aljout possible fire hazard posed by sin- 
gle-wide mobile homes. 

. According to Janousck. who is a mem- 
ber of the city’s volunteer fire depart- ' 
ment. the structures lack fire safety 
because straw is often used us insulation 
umjgr the trailers. 

Janousck said that the city is working

BUHL — Churches may be houses of the 
Lord, but that doesn't mean they're neces- 
sarily houses of peace. 

^ “There are conflicts in any congregation, 
but especially in congregations that are 
undergoing change,” said the Rev. John 
Vandcrwalkcr. pastor of the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
church here. “I think it’s important that 
congregations Icam how to confront those 
conflicts." 

.That’s the genesis of.a conflict-skills 
resolution seminar that Vandcrwalkcr’s 
church is Sponsoring here today and 
Sunday. Conducted by Galen 
Worthington, a Reorganized LDS minister 
from Missouri, it’s designed to give pas- 
tors and laymen the skills to-rccognizc and 
sort out conflicts before they become 
schisms. 

"lt!s happening in so many denomina- 
tions these days,” Vandcrwalkcr said. 
“People who arc traditionalists sometimes 
feel threatened by new members with new 
idca.^. It can cause a real crisis of faith.” 

Change has buffeted his own church 
recently. Vandcrwalkcr said. The 135-ycar- 
old denomination : — which traces its ori- 
gins from a disagreement over who should 
succeed Joseph Smith, the Mormons’ 
founder — opened the Reorganized 
church’s priesthood to women 11 years 
ago. 

And recently, the church opened up com- 
munion to non-Reorganized LDS 
Christians, Vandcrwalkcr said. 

Those were defining moments for many 
older members who had grown up with a 
very traditional, structured system of belief 
and a church presided over by a male-dom- 
inated leadership, he said. 

‘•‘It caused a lot of soul-scarching in our 
church.” Vandcrwnlkci: said. “And I think it 
made a lot of us more conscious of the need 
for conflict resolution.” 

That’s particularly true because the 
Reorganized LDS church places greit 
emphasis on the search for peace, he said/'-j'^J'

History: Reorganized LOS history Is 
identical with (he history of the Salt 
Lake-based church until 1644. when a 
mob murdered founder Joseph Smith in 
a Carthage. III., jail. Following Smith's 
death,' the Mormons divided into fac- 
tions. The largest group moved west- 
ward to Utah under the direction of 
Brigham Young. jSmaller factions scat- 
tered In all directions. 

The Reorganized church was orga- 
nized by followers of Joseph Smith who 
believed that he had designated his 
eldest son. Joseph III, to be his succes- 
sor as president. Joseph Smith III 
became (he Reorganized church's 
leader for the next 54 years, 

He was succeeded by his sons, 
Frederick, then Israel, then W. Walibce ' 
Smith. In 1976, Wallace named his son, 
Wallace B. Smith, to succeed him. He's 
been the president-prophet since 1978. 

‘There’s nothing wrong with Christians 
disagreeing with each other," 
Vanderwalker soid. “As long as they’re 
willing to listen to each other."

East’s hopes were not realized. 
South took his club queen and 
passed his tniihp jock lo East's 
ace. Dummy won the next club 
and South crossed to his diamond . 
queen to repeo't the, trump fi- 
nesse. This limited East to his 
three top winners and. South had 
-his 10 tricks. 

It was a stretch for East to vi- 
sualize a possible club ru^. After 
South’s bidding suggested a six- 
card spade suit and South was 
known to have at least three 
hearts, his possession of four 
clubs was very unlikely. ‘ - 

To beat the game. East must 
lead a third heart at trick three. 
When his trump ace takes South’s 
jack. Blast leads a fourth heart and 
South is flnished. If South trumps 
high. West discards. And if he 
trumps low. West overruffs with 
his eight -EiUicr way, West gets a 
trump trick sooner or later and 
the game goes one down.
